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SUBJ: TOTH DEBRIEEING 

1. TOTH DEPARTED AS SCHEDULED ON PANAM FLIGHT THIS MORNING. 

2. AMBASSADOR AND CONSUL FLEISCHER DEBRIEEED TOTH EOR ABOUT 45 
MINUTES 

AT AIRPORTPRIOR TO HIS DEPARTURE. MOST INTERESTING INFORMATION 
CONCERNED INTENSIVE QUESTIONING TO WHICH TOTH WAS SUBJECTED EROM 
AUGUST 1-6, BEEORE HIS EORMAL ARREST. QUESTIONING TOOK PLACE IN 
NOVI SAD. ACCORDING TO TOTH, HIS QUESTIONERS ATTEMPTED TO RECRUIT 
HIM TO WORK EOR YUGOSLAV SECURITY IN THE U.S. IT WAS AFTER HE HAD 
REFUSED THIS OEEER THAT HE WAS ARRESTED. DURING COURSE OE 
QUESTIONING, HE WAS ACCUSED OF BEING A CIA AGENT. 

3. HE WAS QUESTIONED AT GREAT LENGTH (SOMETIMES EOR AS MUCH AS 16 
HOURS STRAIGHT) ABOUT FORMS, PAPER WORK, QUESTIONS INVOLVED WHEN HE 
IMMIGRATED TO U.S. IN 1967, AND ABOUT SIMILAR PROCEDURES WITH INS AND 
SELECTIVE SERVICE. TOTH SAID HE HONESTLY ANSWERED THAT HE COULD NOT 
REMEMBER ANY SPECIFIC DETAILS OE HIS CONTACTS WITH THESE 
ORGANIZATIONS. 

4. HE WAS ALSO QUESTIONED AT GREAT LENGTH ABOUT WHAT APPEARS TO HAVE 
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IN 1967. HE SAID THAT VICE CONSUL AT TIME, WHOM HE DESCRIBED AS 
ELDERLY WOMAN, HAD YELLOW CARD WITH NAME LASZLO TOTH AND OTHER 
IDENTIEYING INEORMATION ON IT. THE OTHER INEORMATION DID NOT 
EIT TOTH HOWEVER. TOTH WAS SURPRISED THAT HIS QUESTIONERS SEEMED 
TO KNOW DETAILS ABOUT HIS CONVERSATION IN EMBASSY AT THAT TIME. 

5. TOTH CONFIRMED MOST OE THE INEORMATION WE HAVE ABOUT HIS 

ARREST AND ABOUT THE PHOTOGRAPHS WHICH WERE TAKEN IN VRBAS EACTORY. 
HE EMPHASIZED THAT HE HAD PERMISSION TO TAKE PHOTOGRAPHS PROM 
EACTORY MANAGER(DIRECTOR) AND THAT MANAGER HAD SUGGESTED TOTH GIVE 
HIS CAMERA TO FACTORY PHOTOGRAPHER TO TAKE PHOTOS. TOTH SAID HE HAD 
PLENTY OP PILM AND HAD ASKED PHOTOGRAPHER TO TAKE LOTS OP PICTURES. 

6. TOTH ANSWERED AMBASSADOR LETTER PROM GERMAN MANUFACTURER OP NEW 
BEET SLICING MACHINERY INDICATING HE COULD GET PROM MANUPACTURER ANY 
INEORMATION HE WANTED. EQUIPMENT HAD APPARENTLY JUST BEEN INSTALLED 
AT VRBAS AND WAS AMONG THINGS PHOTOGRAPHED. 

7. TOTH TOLD AMBASSADOR HE PELT ALL ALONG THAT UNCLE SAM WAS BEHIND 
HIM AND THANKED US POR OUR REPORTS ON HIS BEHALP. HE SAID HE KNEW 
PROM HIS SISTER ABOUT SOME OP THE EMBASSY'S EPFORTS. 

TOTH INDICATED HE WILLING TO DISCUSS ENTIRE CASE WITH PBI IN U.S.
